Physicians and re- 
porters formed a line, two abreast, leaving 
the condemned men with their spiritual ad- 
visers, the Sheriff and Deputy Reinstadler 
and Deputies Kirby and Nichols. When 
the procession formed Sheriff Mason, 
followed by Ward, at whose side walked

Baber with Rev. Mr. Claggett and Deputy 
Sheriff Kirby, took their place at the head of 
the line, which began to move with Sheriff 
Mason and Deputy Reinstadler at the head, 
followed by Police Otficers Dunn and Dillon, 
Ward, Rev. Dr. Boyd and Deputy Nichols, 
Baber, Rev. Mr. Ciaggett and Deputy Kirby, 
Police Officer Wolf, Deputy Sheriffs Over- 
beck and Walters, Blanchurd and Ehlert, 
Scherringhaus and Russell, Mechlert and 
Kotovsky, Jackson and Youn, report- 
ers and physicians.

At the Scaffold. 
The door of the Jail infirmary opened ata 
few minutes before half-past eight o’clock, 
the iron bars were swung back and the pro- 
cession moved out into the yard. Everyone 
of the 700 necks inthe enclosure was craned 
to catch sight ofjthe murderers,and the usual 
questions were put by neighbor to neighbor 
in the crowd: **Whichis Baber?” “Is that 
Ward?’ etc. The twomento whom the oc- 
casion brought no pleasant experiences were 
walking along the pathto the scaffold, both 
looking very weak and sick, but getting 
along without assistance. Baber tried to 
keep his eyes from thecrowd, ard gave only 
one short look out into the mob as 
he passed along. Rev. Claggett was 
at his side and held the Bible up before the 
culprit, who looked upon the page with an 
effort, his brows pveing drawn together and 
the eyes perceptibly strained. His face was

Deputy Reinstadler 
ee the rope around Ward’s neck, dcing 
texpeditiously, and held it up for fully 
twenty seconds waiting for Bob Humphreys 
to adjust the noose on Baber. Both knots 
were piaced under the leftear. Poor Ward 
must have thought the twenty 
seconds during which he stood there with 
his face covered and the rope tightened 
about his neck as the deputy heid it up at 
leasta year. At 8:31 Sberiff Mason and 
Deputy Sherringhausen turned aside the 
bolts of the trap, and the next second Depu-

at first no motion. Ward’s head 
was toarown clear back upon his 


right shoulder, and his hands remained se 
firmly clasped behind him that the doctors 
under the scaffold did not find it very easy 
to release the fingers. He, like Baber, gave 
no evidences of suffering at the first moment. 
But while the doctors held his wrists his lece 
began to dance, his knees were drawn UP» 
and he kicked so violently that the physi- 
cians cleared the space in front of him. The 
twitching of his limbs was followed b 
mevements of his chest and his arms shoo 
violently while the doctors held him.

Immediately the, trap fell the crowd 
pressed toward ‘the tarpaulined ropes, but 
police, acting underthe directions of Police 
Commissioners Cupples and Kinkead, who 
stood over in the cornor of the slope, pushed 
those nearest backward with some 
effect. The doctors came forward 
below the scaffold to note the pulsatious. 
Dra. Frank, Carson, Younkin, Chancellor, 
Anderson, Meyer, Newland and Gully 
stepped within the frame and held the pulse 
ofthe dying men. The muscular contor- 
tionsin each case were very violent and 
painful to witness, especially with Ward, 
whose whole body was in violent agitation for 
gome little time. His feet, shoulders and 
arms were in strong muscular writhings, 
and the doctors turned their faces away as 
the struggles developed shocking features 


every moment. The first pulseation noted 
was 20 at the half minute. From 
that it rose to 56 at the 


minute, during which there were quivering 
pulsations. . 

LIFE WAS PRONOUNCED EXTINCT 
at.the close of the sixth minute, and the 
doctors expressed the opinion that Ward’s 
neck had been broken by the fall. 

Baber struggled violently, but the musetu-

The shoulders twitched and breast 
heaved for a few moments, followed by rapid 
swinging of the _ feet.

In the outer yard, where the scaffold was 
remaining after two grim scenes, the aspect 
was drear and forbidding. There 
was an abundance of mud, 
which, however, did not deter the rush of 
spectators to witness the spectacle. There 
was even a larger crowd gathered about the 
Jail than upon i last, and the heiders 
of tickets to the yard had considerable work 
and struggle to get through the mob that 
gathered there, and the remurks that greeted 
them were by no means pleasant 
or complimentary. ‘“‘How would you like 
to be nun yourself” would in- 
quire some indignant urchin who was unable 
to getthbrough. *‘Weli, 1 don’t think much 
anyhow of a man who would look at another 
killed,” said a buil-necked athlete who had 
an appearance as though it would be the best

is Case, and so the cemments went on. The 
crowd in the yard gathered rapidly 
at first and then gradually, uutil it seemed 
that there was no room for any more spec- 
tators. The windows were occupied and the 
crowd swelled visibly, until it threatened to 
exceed the gathering of last Friday.

About the Jail. 

The public is evidently becoming tired of 
hanging matinees asa public entertainment, 
and this morning at an early hour there was 
but littie gathering in andaboutthe Jail. In- 
deed, the police guard about the Jail was 
not posted 80 early as upon 
other occasions, and there was really 
no necessity for them being so, as there was 
not an individual case of call for admission 
up to 6:30 and the patrol that cleared the 
building at that hour found little to dv.Capt. 
Fruchte’s arrangements were perfect andthe 
decided improvementin this respect over the 
previous week was notable. The members 
of the press were supplied with thick blue 
cards which were not taken up, and which 
were printed in the following formula: 

ADMIT BEARER 
TO AND FROM THE CITY JAIL 
FROM 
JANUARY IITH TO JANUARY 13TH. 
ISAAC M. MASON, 
Sheriff. 
These were countersigned on the front and 
ack by Sheriff Mason in black and red ink, 
and every precaution was taken against 
counterfeiting. EKariy in the morning Capt. 
Fruchte took one of these cards and exhibit- 
ed it to the different posts about the jail and 
explained its significance. Ali difficulties— 
some policemen are not gifted with the acute 
discrimination of a Vidocq, a Monsieur Le- 
cog ora Jonathan Wild—were speedily reme- 
died by an application to Captain Fruchte, 
whose moderation and good judgment were 
never brought into better play. 
The bad features of the recent hangings 


were to a very great extent 
subdued and rectified, thus show- 
lng a highly commendable spirit 


of conversation about the Four Courts. 
THE SCENE OUTSIDE 

was notimpressive. Erb had a bitterly cold 
day for his taking off—the coldest day of the 
year, the thermometer reaching down as 
low as 2° above zero in the vicinity. Kotovs- 
ky and Ellis hada half-way mean day, the 

round being coated with slush and mud. 

ut this morning opened gloomier than 
ever, and the beloved mud of St. Louis was 
in its most asserting and aggressive con- 
dition. Everybody was well coated with it, 
and outside the Jail the prospect was even 
gloomier thanineide. The saloons were all 
open as usual, and did a fair to 
middling business. Hangings will draw 
from time totime their own peculiar crowds 
and clientage, and although but few were 
admitted to to-day’s affair, there were quite 
a number gathered o-tside, evidently under 
the fascination of the hanging matinee going 
on almost beside them. 8 usual conversa- 
tions wererife, and from an eavesdropping 
pointthe following was gathered and may 
be vaiuable as giving an idea of public opin- 
ion generally. 

“Itisa singular fact that there has been 
no cutting or shooting since Erb was hung.’’ 

**Yes, a day ‘used to produce more blood- 
shed tnan we will bear of for months.’’ 

‘*The murderers’ element is subsidized, 
and the meral is that very quick disposition 
should be made of murderers.’’ 

“Who do you think will be the next one?” 

“Probably Kring. The sensational and 
sympathetic nonsense is atanend and peo- 
ple are determined to have the thing seen 
threugh. The sacrifice of three lives thus 
far far has undoubtedly saved a number of 
others. Itis acruel mercy, but it should 
be constantly exercised.’’ 

This conversation teok place between two 
well known men about town,who afterwards 
soothed their spirits with severa] depths of 
bugle paint and then adjourned. It might 
be taken for a very general expression of 
opinion. 


The Police Detail. 

The police arrangements for the third of 
the series of executions were as complete as 
the former. Captain Fruchte specially de- 
tailed forty-four officers of the department 
fer duty at 6 o’clock this morning and they 
were assigned as follows:

Tbe enirance to the Morgue was guarded 
py Officers Meson and P. Dunn; and to the 
Coroner’s office by (Officers Botticher and 
McNamee. 

Sergeant Mueller had general direction of 
the police arrangements without the Jail. To 
prevent recurrence of an unseemly exhibition 
at the telegraph pole on Spruce street, Oflicer 
Compton was «pecialiy detailed to watch it 
and prevent hoodlums from mounting it. 
The Jailer’s residence was guarded by Officer 
Seaman, and the reporters’ room by Officer 
McGrath. At the new building on Twelfth 
street Officers Stock, Bennett and Withing- 
ton prevented crowding, and no one was per- 
mitted to mount the roof. 

The scaffold was in charge of Sergt. Camp- 
bell and Officers McKennan, Quigley, Stew- 
art, P. Burke, McCarthy and Shaw were 8&ta- 
tioned at the ropes around it. ‘The Jail! pro- 
cession was atteaded by Officers Hogan, Sap- 
pington, 8. Sullens and Norris. 

For special duty—Oflicers Allen, Boland, 
Parie, Dunn and Dillon were in attendance.

The Commissioners Present. 
Police Commissioner Cupples was on hand 
at the Four Courts very early this morning. 
He wentinto the Jail and Juailyard and per- 
sonally inspected all the arrangements. 
As the crowd began to arrive 
Mr. Cupples ran his eye over. the 


elements and shook his head in horror at the 
morbid taste ofthe men pushing and jost- 
ling against each other for positions near the 
ropes To prevent any one from slipping un- 
der the rope, tarpaulins were stretched over 
the stout cord forming a canvas wail around 
the seaffold guarded at three-feet spaces 
by the special cordon of police. The south 
side of the scaffold iteelf. the roof and a por- 
tion of the front facing the crowd had been 
covered with tarpaulins,|jshutting off a view 
of the platform fromthe roefs of houses sur- 
rounding the Jail 

Commissioner Kinkead appeared on the 
scene shortig after 8 o’clouck and expressed 
his satisfaction at the arrangements. Mr. 
Cupples had previously consulted with the 


Sheriff, expressing his opinion 
that great discredit was being 
brought upon the city by unseemly 


gatherings in the Jailyard at ‘‘private” exe- 
cutions. He thought somethiog should be 
done to keep the crowds out and to preserve 
something like an air of solemnity around 
the scaffold. The Sheriff suggested the re- 
moval of the crowd immediately 
afterthe drop and Commissioner Cupp'ies 
said thatthe police would carry out ary or 
ders the Sheriff chose to givein the matter. 
Accordingly that regulation was enforced to 
the surprise and disgust of the odd matinee 
audience. The commissi:ners remained 
mntil the Jailyard had been cleared,standing 
near the scaffold in conversa- 
tion with the Sheriff. To m 
PosT-DISPATCH reporter, Mr. Cupples said, 
ashe withdrew from the scene: ‘“*There 
was much better order ebserved here this 
morning. Mr. Mason is entitied to credit 
for alithe arrangements, for he suggested 
them. I havenothingmoretosay. Itwasa 
disagreeable duty to be present, but I came.” 

As Dr. Boyd offered up prayer for the 
condemned men the crowd remained per- 
fectly silent and hundreds stood with bared 
beads. There was a marked absence of the 
element previously disgracing the surround- 
ings of the scaffold with vulgar jokes, jeers 
and profanity. 

The tickets were issued on this occasion 
entitling the holder to admission as ‘*Sher- 
iff’s guard.’’ This was an arrangement to 
evade the penaitvof the statute providing 
for private executions. 

Mr. Lynch conducted the funeral of Baber 
at the request of his relatives, and Mr. 
Smithers attended to the Ward funeral ar- 
rangements. 


Ward’s Will. 

Jaist before the clergymen arrived, Ward 
looked around his cell, and after a minute 
said, *“*I believe I’l] make my wil).’’ 

He called in Deputy Sheriff Kirby and said, 

**You have alittle girl, haven’t you?”’ 

**Yes,”’ said the deputy. 

**Well,”? said the negro, ‘‘give herthis for 
me, and tell her to remember Billy Ward.” 


The present was a little bottle of cologne, 
with a fancy top, which some friend had 
given to Billy a day or two 
ago, Ward looked around his 
celi anxiously, took down his Bible, which 
was already wrapped upin paper, and re- 


quested Kirby to give it to a lady 
who had called on him. He 
looked around again and remarked 
with a smile, *“*That’s -all I have to give 
away. That finishes my will. I wish I had 
more.’’ 


The Crimes. 
THE MURDER OF TWO WOMEN. 
The crime for which Thaddeus Baber died 
this morning was the murder of Frederika 
Schuendier,the mother of his mistress,whom 
he also fatally shota few moments after 
killing the old woman. The streets in the 
vicinity of Fourth and Chouteau avenue 
were crowded about 7:30 o’cloek ona warm 
evening, August 14,1878, when a number 


of pistol shots, following in rapid 
succession, were heard. Gflicer Julius 
Moersche!l and Luther Dexter, a private 


watchman, were standing at the intersection 
of the above named streets, when they heard 
the reports, which were soon traced to the 
house No. 821 South Fourth street, at the 
northwest corner of Lombard. When the 
officer and private watchman arrived atthe 
back entrance, between Fourth and Fifth 
streets, Dexter met Thaddeus Baber, who 
was known as ‘‘Dave.’’ Catching him by 
the arm, he asked him what 
was up and Baber replied, ‘‘I just 
sbottwo women up there. Dexter called 
Officer Moerschel and gave Baber into his 
charge. Baber said: “I’m ready to hang if 
the old woman is dead, but I am sorry I hurt 
Lizzie.’ While the office was on his way to 
the station-house Anton Rotty,atailor liv- 
ing close by, and Luther Dexier went up 
stairs. As they reached the roum they saw 
achildin his night-gown approaching and 
carrying a iamp over. his _ head. 
When asked what was the matter 
he said he was looking for his clothes. The 
child said his father haa shot his grandma 
and his mother. The bov, Willie Baber, 
showed where his mother,L zzie Schuendler, 
lay, in the narrow hall, witb a builet-wound 
in her breast. The chiid said his father. 
meaning Baber, hua shot his grandma and 
his mother, but he did not intend to kil) ber; 


he thought it was somebody else 
walking through the ball. The

THE MURDER OF A SWEETHEART. 

Atone oclock onthe morning of August 
81, 1879, William Ward,a river man, entered 
the yard of No. 817 Market street, where 
Annie Lewis, a pretty colored girl to whom 
he had paid attentions, lived. Several weeks 
before tbat date Ward and Annie 
had falling out. It was a 


lovers’ quarrel. A few worths before 
he had proposed marriage to her. She at 
one time consented, but when the date 
agreed upon urrived she refused to marry, 
and said her love was with Henry Doty, who 
first waited upon her. Ward coniinued to 
call at Smith Jackson’s house, which was 
located inthe same vard. About 1 o’clock 
Sunday morning, August ol, 1879, he called

there, and meeting Aunie Lewis 
asked her to  eall Smith Jackson 
and his wife, Fannie. Avunie 


tried to wake them,but did not succeed. She 
eame back and said she could not wake them. 
He told herto goand try again. He then 


told her to come out from tbe window i

hersomething. Another girl,JAlice Johnson 
was sitting up with Annie, who was 
waiting for her motber’s return | 
from work. Ward asked her if she would go 
down on Chestnut street with him, and the 
girl replied that it was too late and that her 
mother was nothome, “If you don’t go,’ 
said Ward, “‘you will never see daylight.” 
The girl was leaning on the hydrant with 
one hand and with the other was holding her 
skirts, when Ward drew a revolvyerand fired. 
Annie called out to hergcompanion, 
‘“*‘Make Will stop; he has shot me.”? She ran 
tuwards Smith Jackson’s door, which was 


only afew feet distant, and feil there. As 
she fell Ward fired again. The shots awoke 
the neighbors avd Annie was taken into 
smith Jackson’s house. Sergeant Frank 
Schmittgens and Oltti-er Dunlap were stand- 
ing at Ninth and Chestnut streets 
and heard the shots fired. They 
ran down to Market§street and were told 


that the man whe did the shooting bad gone 
down Eighth street. Sergeant Schmittgens 
ran backto E:ghth and sawa man walking 
rapidly towards Chestnut. At the intersec- 
tion of the latter thoroughfare he came up 
with Ward, whom he arrested. When asked 
why he had done that shooting on Market 
street Ward said he had not done any shvot- 
ing and was not down on Market 
street. He was taken to Jackson’s house, 
where the girl positively identified him. He 
was locked up and Annie Lews died next 
day. The girl! feared that Ward’s intentions 
were not honorable, while his friends said 
that he always spoke as if he was afraid the 
gir: Was not leading a good life or might 
easily be led astrav. He lost his love on some 
account, and for weeks visited his friend 
Jackson, only to see his former 
sweetheart,} who gave him but a cold recep- 
tion.

All this time, said counsel, no one 
accused him of insanity. In the 
estimation of his friends and bis family he 
was saneenougnh forall the transactions of 
life, but when 

HIS HAND IS RED WITH BLOOD, 

and outrage] law claims him as a sacrifice 
on the altar of justice,we first hear of insanity. 
Alluding to Guiteau’s schemes in relation to 
the Inter-Ocean, Davidge said: ‘*‘We have to 
deal here simply with the p!°« of an auda- 
cious mind, but there is nothing in such a 
scheme to indicateinsanity. It is a fact, I 
understand, that the stock of this news- 

aper, once worth $75,000, is now worth 
$1,000,000, and it was by putting in 
successful operation plans similar to those 
suggested Sythe pri-« cor.”

The Physicians Upon Examination 
Pronounce It Sound. 
NEE 


No Steel Plate in the Skull—The Re- 
mains of the Executed Men, 


W hen the bodies of Baber and Ward were 
examined in the Morgue it was ascertained 
that both necks had been broken. The 
death certiticate gives the cause of Ward’s 
death as dislocation of the first and second 
cervical vertebra, and place his age 
at twenty-seven years and six months, The 
cause of Baber’s death is attributed in the 
certificate to dislocation of the cervical ver- 
tebre and his age is given as thirty-one 
years and six months. 

The usual experiments were made with 


theremains. A strong galvauic battery wh n 
applied to Baber caused his 
head to raise four or _. five inches 


from the table, and the other results of mov- 
ing the jaw and the arms aod legs were ob- 
tained. The experiment with Ward was not 
so satisfactory. After this the phvsicians 
proceeded to make an examination of Baber’s 
brain. Among the medical gentiemen present 
were Coroner Frank and Drs. Stevens and 
Ludwig. 

Dr. Stevens is Superintendent of the In- 
sane Asylum. Dr. Ludwig with his knife 


| split Baber’s scalp across the top of the 


head 
FROM EAR TO EAR. 

Then the scalp was pulled forward over the 
face and backward over the neck exposing 
the entire top of the skulito view from the 
frontal to the occipital bone. 
The desire was to see if there 
was any cerebral weakness or indications of 
insanity; also to ascertain the location of 
the steel plate which had been trephined 
into the skull. It will be remembered that 
the friends of the murderer insisted that 
there was such a plate, thatit had not been 
skillfully inserted, and tbat the ragged 
edges of the skull pressed down upon 
the brain and occasioned periodical! aberra- 
tions of the murderer’s mind. The Doctors 
looked carefuily for the steel plate, but couid 
not find any. Near the apex of the skull 
they found a wound—a piace that had evi- 
dently been sore, and«hat looked as if apiece 
had been chipped out of the hone. The 
wound was on the extreme tablet of the 
skull and did not penetrate tbrough, there 
being no sympathetic injuries on the inside. 
And there was no steel piate—no plate of 
any kind. Dr. Ludwig then went to work 
with his saw and removed the top of the 
skuli, so that the entire surface of the brain 
was exposed. The doctors viewed it and 


pronounced it as sound = as any 
good healthy brain of average 
character. Dr. Stevens was much disap- 


pointed at this. He had hoped, he said, to 
discoyer evidences of insanity, but there were 
none. He removed a large section of the 
brain from the front poriiou of the 
head and tok it away to make a care- 
ful analysis and study of if. The 
physicians united in expressing the 
opinion that Baber’s brain was all right. The 
discovery concerning the deception that had 
been attempted in regard to the alleged Steel 
plate caused considerable comment of an 
unfavorable character upon the course pur- 


sued by the friends of the murderer 
in trying to obtain a commutation 
of his death-sentence. The result 


of the investigation was very much thesame 
as in Redemeir’s case, wherethe brain was 
pronounced sound by the physicians who 
had oppportunity to examine, 

After the medical examinationthe top of 
Baber’s skuil was replaced, the - 
scalp - put back into posi- 
tion and the edges sewed 
together » * covered with the hair, so that 
the dead. .’s face presented no sign of the 
awful cutting and sawing to which his head 
had been subjected. At 11:30 o’clock his 
remains were takenina plain coffin to the 
office of Lynch, the undertaker, whence the 
funeral took-place to Bellefontaine Cemetery 
at2 p.m. : 

Ward’s body was placed ina handsome 
imitation rosewood coffin and taken at 12 
o’clock to the African Baptist Church on 
A'mond street, between Fourth and Fifth.

As usual, though, there was a crowd 
of six or seven hundred people present, this 
time enrolled as ‘The Sheriff’s Guard.’ It 
was an orderly c:owd, and the decorum of 
the proceedings was not upset by hooting, 
wrangling and jeering, as bas been the case 
of late. Stijl the Sheriff openly and fia- 
grantly violated the Jaw, which expressly 
provides that executionsin the citv of St. 
Louis. shal] be private. Mr. MASson has but 
two excuses to offer for his defiance of the 
statutes. One is precedent, and the other is 
the terrible pressure brought to bear upon 
him by medical students, rural Sheriffs, de- 
votees of science and influential ward poli- 
ticians, who insist on being admitted 
to these sickening and demoralizing 
shows. If he poasesscd a tithe of the 
positiveness which should distinguish 
a public official he would simply re- 
fer all applicants to the statutes and throw 
himself behind that insurmountabie barrier. 
He has the best excuse inthe world for re- 
fusing the applications ofthe morbid 
who love to contemplate the 
their fellow creatures, for he has only to 
exhibit the law which prescribes his plan 
duty. The fact that open executions are de- 
moralizing 1s evidenced bv the fact that 
since our hanging season commenced the 


matinees. People have grown 
because the thing has come to be common. 
The newspaper details are not sought after 
with as much avidity as they were. It is 
possible that if we were to have a public 
hanging in St. Louis every dav fora month 
the Sheriff would be compelled toward the 
last to issue capiases in order to secure 
the attendance of enough witnesses to make 
the work legal and binding. We are sorry 
that Mr. Mason has so little regard for his 
official duty and the laws ofthe State as to 
vontinue making these hanginge mere shows 
for his friends and favorites. If he is justi- 
fied im admitting a thousand spectators he 
has aright to take his criminals out and 
hang them in an open field in full view of 
thepublic. Ifexecutions can’t be conductea 
in conformity with the law we shall insist 
hereafter on having them take place in For- 
est Park. Until the novelty of the thing 
wears off, a considerable revenue might be 
derived from the sale of lemonade and beer 
to the crowds. This could be turned over to 
the city and appropriated to the liquidation 
of the jail board-bills of some of our long- 
preserved murderers.

Judge Edwards Sitting Here in a Case 
of Property litle. 


Judge Edwards, of the County Bench, is 
polding court to-day for the accommodation 
of counsel in the Court of Appeals chamber.

It wil! be remembered 
tnatinthe days of the Democratic Times, 
when that sunken stip was steering 
throngh troubled waters, with Chambeis 
at the purser’s desk and Stevens 
at the local helm, there ap- 
peared a sensational article reflecting on 
the ex-Superintendent of the Custom-house, 
Thos. Waish, the well-known architect. A 
suit was filed against Mr. Chambers, and the 
deposition mili at once opened up. The 
ease reached a trial and a verdict was 
given against Chambers in favorof Walsh for 
Mr. Walsh then began to wonder 
how he was going to realize 
upon his judgment. He placed its collection 
Glover, and that 
young attorney exhausted his ingenuity in 
vigorous efforts to attach something tancgi- 
ble belonging to Chambers.

Mrs. Chambers at that 
time acquired from her deceased father’s 
estate, bd, Walsh, about $20,000, and as Mr. 
Chambers needed money for the Butchers’ 
and Drovers’ Bank, he proposed to deed to 
his wife the land in question, which he had 


previeusiy acquired by purchase. Mr. 
Tom Walsh, as ny judgment- 
creditor and purchaser of Mr. 


Chambers’ interest in tne property, contends 


that this "vas a frauduient conveyance, and 
that it was not placed on reeord until No- 
vem ber 1877.

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THE OTHER SIDE. 


What Prominent Interests Say About True 
Principles of Prosperity. | 


There appeared in a recent number of the 
Post DISPATCH an article belittling the busi- 
ness interests centered on the east side of the 
river, which was 80 narrow minded and unfair 
that it was at first thought sate to leave-it 
without comment to the judgment of an un. 
prejudiced public. 

But the interests on the East side are so vast 
and their welfare so clearly a part of the pros 
perity of our city and community, that a de- 
mand has come up from them all, and from 
St. Louis merchants as wel), that the true re- 
lations of the East and West sides be properly 
set before the public. 

It is an undeniable fact thatthe geograph 
ical position of St. Louis makes her, in spite 
of a uarrow-minded policy which some few 
men would maintain, one of the leading com- 
mercial centersin the country. Grand as is 
her frontage on the river, it is not suflicient 
for the demands of her growing 
trade, and elevators, railroads and 
store houses are forced to seek foothold upon 
the eastern shore. Largeas is her territory 
north, south and west, yetthereis not room 
nor suitable location for the varied manufac- 
turing and packing interests, which, there- 
fore, pertorce are located on the east side. 

No one will tor a moment claim that the 
railroad. terminating onthe East side could 
transact their enormous business in the city, 
Where could be located in the city the five 
large elevators now standing on the East side, 
and the two more to be built shortly? How 
could the enormous business of the National 
Stock Yards be carried on within the city of 
St. Louis at any point convenient to all rail- 
roads? Where within the city limits could 
be located the immense packing-houses of 
Whittaker, the. Beef Canning Company and 
the Packing and Provision Company? Would 
the citizens of &t. Louis tolerate the tallow 
making, lard rendering and fertilizer manu- 
facturing which are vital adjuncts of these 
concerns? It would be impossible to find suit- 
able locationsand sufficient water for them, 
tor, notwithstanding our magnificent river, 
the pumping facilities are entirely inadequate 
to the present demand. 

The East side elevators handle now one-half 
Of ali the grain coming to this market. At 
least one-half of the vast railroad business is 
carried onthere. Nine-tenths of all the coal 
_comes from the East. Two thirds of all the 
hogs and four tifths of all the cattle are there 
handled, and all of ‘he immense trade in bulk 
salt which this market affords there finds fa 
cllities for handling and transhipment. 

There is notoneos these, and the many 
other industries located on the East side, 
that does not add importance and Wealth, 
day by day, to St. Louis. They, belong to 
her—thev are partofher. The goods manu- 
factured there are sola through her Ex- 
change, largely to places remote from St. 
Louis, and the moneys received trom these 
sales are deposited in St, Louis banks, paid to 
St. Louis merchants for supplies, and to St. 

Louis residents for labor. Through the oper- 
| atives at railroads, elevators, stock yards, 
| packing houses, foundries, etc., thousands 


| of dollars are daily poured into the coffers 


of St, Louis dealers, and every business man 
'in St. Louis reaps a benefit from them, and is 
as much interested in the growth and protec- 
tion of East side interests as the human body 
is concerned in the health ana@ care of any of 
its members. 

All that is asked or needed in order that 
East side enterprises be considered in their 
true light as being part and parcelof St. 
Louis, is a fair consideration of these facts. 

The interests centered there cannot, how- 
ever, submit to misrepresentation, and they 
claim the right to be fairly reported. Asa 
matter of fect insurance companies have 
made more money in times past upon East 
side insurance, at even rates, than in the 
city of St. Louis. The insurance compa- 
nies, in making their rates, have wisely taken 
caution which 


into account the extra 
all concerns there located exercise both 
as to preventives and private means 


of extinguishment, and to the very important 
matter of what they call isolated risks or 
‘‘exposure.’’ Take, for instance, the late 
midnight fire at Whittaker’s. It was confined 
to the one building in which it originated, 
partly because of the isolation of the building 
and partly because of the discipline of the 
employes of the various housesin the use of 
their appliances for extinguishment. The loss 
compares most favorably with the one of 6 
o’clock Saturnay evening on Washington ave- 
nue, within a stone's throw of well-equipped 
engine-houses, where three buildings were 
gutted and adjoining property of enourmous 
value put in great jeopardy. 

We submit that theintelligent, large-minded 
business men of St. Louis are not disposed to 
stand onthe west bank of the river and see 
their own and their city’s interest on the east 
bank in jeopardy from fire, or any other cause, 
and refuse to lend a helping hand if it be 
needed. Such a course would alienate capi 
tal, stifle enterprise and drive to other markets 
the vast business interests located in what is 
really the eastern half of this city. 

And it is time that there should cease in cet - 
tain quarters the fashion of decrying the East 
side enterprises, and that due recognition 
should be givento the importance and value 
of the growth of that suburb.

THE CHILD PATTI. 


Her Visit to Our School for the Blind 
Made Twenty-Eight Years Ago. 


When Mme. Patti was a child of about 
ten years, in 1852-’53, she came here during 
the winter under the management of Maurice 


Sirakosch.. She was then known as a 
musical prodigy and sang in concerts, giving 
imitations ofthe great singers of the day. 
The party had come from New Orleans, and 
the river haviog frozen over and travel being 
obstructed, she was unable to leave for sev- 
eral weeks. She found life at the Planters’ 
House, where she boarded,vervy lonesume and 
monotonous, and one day gladly accepted 
an invitation from Dr. Pollak, founder of the 
Missouri School for the Blind, to visit that 
instituiion. She went there and-was so well 
pleased with the first visit that during her 


stay she spent most of her time in 
the society of the blind girls, 
From a Miss Mary Taylor she 


learned several simple ballads that she sang 
afterwards in concerts. She made many 
friends with the inmates ofthe house, and 
often after she became famous, they recalled 


with great pleasure the days 
she passed there in singing, or 
romping around withthe girls. Dr. Pol- 


lak is still at the school, and when Patti ar- 
rived herethe other day he thought she 
would be pleased to visit again the scenes of 
her childish pranks, so he sent her the fol- 
lowing letter: 

DR. POLLAK’S LETTER. 
ST. Louts, January 10, 1882.. 

3%: MADAME PaTTI—Permit me to call to your 
mind ano event of your childhood days. In 
the winter of ’52 or ’53, you spent several 
weeks in this city, owing to the closing of 
the river by ice and the total want of rail- 
roads in those days. My kind old friend, 
your brother-in-law, Mr. Maurice Strakosch 
was with you. You feit very lonesome in the 
hotel, Pianters’ House, and both of 
you gladly accompanied me to the 
School forthe Blind, then in its infancy, 
where the pupils are taught vocal and in- 
strumental music. You seemed to like it 
there, and you went almost daily for several 
weeks. ‘ You sanz, ate and played with the 
pupils. All had the privilege of hearing 
you sing in concerts. You were then in your 
childhood, and so was theschool. You have 
grown to womanhood, to greatness and 
celebrity. Theschoo! has developed into 
one of the noblest charities of the State. 

The present pupils,who so often hear of the 
almost legendary story of your frequent 
visits to the school in your girlhood, send 
their kindest greetings and a.cordial invita- 


tion to honor them with a visit dur- 
ing your brief sojourn in this 
city. You are accustomed to be called upon 


by and to commune with royalty of every 
land. Your heart may perhaps not turn 
away from the afflicted who, in your child- 
hood, gave you so much pleasure and in 
whom you have taken such great interest.

Hundreds of Friends Visit the New Office 
and View the New Hoe Press. 


The third anniversary of the wedding of the 


beautiful new Hoe press 
to run off the early edition of the paper. 
Invitations had been issued to advertisers 
through the counting-room and to the pub- 


paper. The day was a very disagreeable one 
outside, rain falling at short intervals and 
the streets being covered with mud. 
consequence the attendance was composed 
exclusively of gentlemen,

Here they were weleomed 
by Mr. Joseph Pulitzer, the proprietor of the 
paper. The press was put to its utmost 
speed at time-,and the great roll of paper 
sped around and the huradreds of wheels 
moved swiftly and almost noiselessly as the 
sheet swept through the intricacies of the 
machine, coming down the funnel-shaped 
‘older at the rear like a flash of lightning and 
failiog in a folded paper in the slide at 
one of the lower corners. Four folded pa- 
pers came from the press every second when 
is was at its full capacity—250 every minute, 
15,000 an hour. ‘The marvelous speed and 
the cleanness of the work, the beauty, com- 
Dactness and intricacy of the wonderful piece 
of machinery were admired and commented 
uponin most fayorable terms byali. There 
were many newspaper menin the gatheriyg 
and to them the press was almost as great a 
novelty and as much a source of wonder as 
to that portion of the public uninitiated in 
the mysteries of journalism. The reception 
tasted until 6 o’cilock,during which time fully 
stx bundred ci:izens had passed in and out. 
Vr. John A. Cockerill, the managing editor 
of ine PostT-DISPATCH, received visitors 
in the editorial rooms, one of which had 
been cenverted into a banquet hall, with Mr.
